Roots For Winter Food. 


The dairymen who wants good butter 
next winter should not miss to grow a 
bountiful crop of carrote and parsnipa. The 
excellence of the Jersey cows is unquestion- 
ably due to the parsnips which are fed to 
them, and for which the soil and climates of 
the Channel island are so well adapted, 
These roots are wholly free from any objeo- 
tionable quality, and confer a sweetness 
and aromatic flavor on the butter which 
are gained by no other food, 

It is as reasonable to believe that the food 
is the source of the flavor of the butter as 
it is of the flavor of the flesh of an animal.

lief of a number of scientific persons—or 
persons who claim to be scientific—to the 
contrary. It is alleged by these persons 
that it is the individuality of the cow that 
gives the flavor to the butter. Common 
people know better, and no amount of 
scientific allegation will make them believe 


that when a cow eats gariic in the pasture 
or cabbage or turnips in the stable, it is 
the individuality of the animal and not the 
atrongly flavored food that contributes the 
special taste and odor to the milk aud but- 
ter. And so it 1s the food to which the 
Jereey cow has been used for hundreds of 
years, aud by which the milk and butter 
have been gradually increased, until the 
large product of the food aud the ability to 
consume a large quantity of the richest food 
have been fized on the race, and have be- 
come an essential characteristic of it. It is 
true that the Jersey cow possesees an indi- 
viduality of her own, but thia is @ conse- 
quence and not an intrinsic natural ability ; 
it is notan active, but a passive character- 
istic,and nothing more or less than a result 
of long training and educativn, fixed by 
breeding. Any other cow has the same 
possibility if the same means are taken to 
form it and perpetuate the distinct charac- 
ter. And every dairyman shouid so manage 
his herd as to develop and fix this improved 
condition. 

The farmer who has as yet neglected to 

test a silo tor winter feeding should not 
put off any later the planting of two or 
three acres of some early kind of corn, and 
should get the materials ready for making 
the silo to hold it. The two acres will 
yield thirty to forty tong of the most valu- 
able fodder, which wil] be sufficient to keep 
five cows in the beat condition during the 
whole winter. There ie no other way in 
which a cow can be fed so easily and cheap- 
ly or so well. The eariy Canada corn will 
ripen ite grain if planted by the let of July 
while the evergreen sweet corn will mature 
sufficiently for this uee. 
* The silo should be around one. It is 
made exactly as a cistern may be, of staves, 
and hooped with iron bands. It may be 
put up 'n the corner of a barn, in a con- 
venient place for the use of the fodder. 
The ecunomy of it is in strict line with the 
present advanced condition of things, and 
no one can atiord to be behind the times if 
there are only as few as four or five cows 
to feed. 


It is yet time to sow white turnips in the 
corn at the last cultivation or to grow a crop 
of rutabagas for winter feeding for sheep. 
This root is the best of all the turnips, al- 
though the yellow Aberdeen is not to be 
despised, Both these varieties have been 
improved of late years and made far more 
productive than they ueed to be by the 
larger size to which the reote grow. The 
Aberdeen is a good table turnip while the 
rutab&ga, or the swede turpip,ia too strong 
for domestic use. 

It will be well worth while to give the 
turnips at least 150 pounds of superphos- 
phate of lime per acre, phosphoric acid be- 
ing a dominant element in the ash of these 
roots. The turnip contains more than 19 
per cent. of it, and the rutabagas 17 per 
cent. in the ash, The other jarge element 
of the ash is potash, of which both of these 
have at least 50 per cent. in the ash. So 
that a liberal application of unleached wood 
ashes, with the phosphate mentioned, will 
be most desirable. 


About Broad Tires. 

While the subject cf good roads ts being 
agitated in every part of the country thoed 
most interested in the subject are doing 
their best to make bad roads still worse by 
using narrow tires on their wagons. Heavy 
Joade are drawn over our mud reads en 
these nerrow-tired wagons and deep 
rute cut into them, that in wet weather 
make them almost, and sometimes, entirely 
impeseable. \We have a sort of pity fore 
man who urges his team along s maddy 
road all the time grumbling abeut . the 
badness of it, when he might ceduce the 
labor of bie team from one-third to one- 
half by using wide tires at a very littie 
additional cost to himself and to the great 
on of team and temper.

universally and save money by doing so, 

but it seems that farmers do not care to 

economize in thisdirectian. The condition 

of our roads costs us more than any other 

single item of waste in this country, and 

the common use of wide tires would reduce 

this waste of energy to a large extent.

An Exciting Scene Witnessed While Croas- 
fieg the Atlantic.

A CATALOGUE OF CRIMES. 


SOME GREAT CRIMINAL TRIALS OF 
THE PAST FEW MONTHS. 

A Crime That Has Nardly Any Parallel in 
the Records of Ogences Against Hea- 
man Life—The Trial of Mre. Hartley at 
Brantford—The Warder ef Jessie Keith 
by the Tramp Chattelle—Asenssination 
ef Frank Westwood — Willie Wells’ 
Mvsterions Death —The Mendershet: 
Murder Case. 

Throughout the length and breadth of 
the country little else -has been talked of 
but the extraordinary disclosures which 
have been published in the daily papers 
concerning the crimes of the man Holmes, 
and the findirg of the bodies of his two 
young victims in the cellar of 16 St. Vio- 
cent street, Toronto. It is doubtful if 
ever the country has been so stirred by & 
murderous deed. Toronto has of late had 
a surfet of crimes ; a plethora or criminal 
prosecutioas; the people have come to 
look upon murder, manslaughter, and 
incendiariem as almost being items of 
daily news, ec plentiful have they become. 
Eventa which two years ago would have 
aroused the widest interest have become 
as nothing, in the face ot the remarkable 
and even astounding series of develop- 
ments which have, during the last twelve 
montha, sbeen brought to their notice. 
This provinve has been during that time 
the ecene of a chain of occurrences which 
ie almost unrivalled in the criminal annals 
of any country ; and the singuiar feature 
characterizing most of them ie that they 
hinge, in one way or another, upon the 
question of life insurance, It is on account 
of this that .Toronto has lately gained a 
notoriety as the scene of remarkable crimes 
which, though far from enviabie, is never- 
theless unique. 

In connection with the case which is now 
so completely absorbing the public mind, 
it is worth while recalling briefly the few 
great criminal trials of the past months, 
Some of these are as yet subjudice, but the 
facts as so far known may be briefly 
touched apon, and the present postion of 
the casea defined. There have been also 
others of lesser importance, but these tew 


to be mentioned stand out amid the mys- 
teries or crimes of this country with a pro: 
minence which almost defies compariaon. 
It ie not proposed here to deai with ancient 
history, but merely to draw the reader's 
mind to the previous caseg, in ordec that 
he may compare them with the terribleand 
almost incomprehensible butchery by which 
the community ie now confronted, It may, 
however, be stated that these crimes have 
no:, as a rule, beep the deeds of Canadian 
citizens, and that the present outrage was 
concocted, and its execution commenced, in 
a foreign country, and that Toronto was 
made the unfortunate scene of a double 
murder which has hardly any parailel ip 
the records vf cffences against human life. 


RECENT GREAT TRIALS. 


Of these great trials the first was that of 
Mrs. Hartiey, for the alleged poisoning of 
her husband, which trial took place at 
Brantford last fall. Thie prosecution ex- 
cited wide controversy and attention, both 
on account of the fact that the accused was 
a woman whose iife was at stake, and that 
the ciief witness against her was @® man 
whose evidence impressed the publio with 
such contempt as could hardly have been 
surpassed had he confessed to the crime 
which was before the jury. In this case 
the woinan was discharged, the evidence 
not being such asto show that the death 
of her hustvand bad been caused by the 
poisop which she was suppozed to have 
adininistered to him.

The glory of Salisbury and the pride of 
every citizen is the grand cathedral, which, 
though located in a small! town, is yet one 
of the most imposing etructures of the 
kind in Great Britain. Travelers often 
wonder why it ie that cathedral churches 
cf proportions so magnificent are found in 
smali and out of the way places, but the 
wonder disappears on the recollection of 
the changes in population centers that 
have been wrought by the railroad. All 
over Great Britain are to be found villages 
that were once rich and populous cities 
while only a few miles away are the cities of 
the present day, created in the nineteenth 
century by the locomotive engine, Salis- 
bury ig an example of this general state- 
ment. When the great cathedral was

Lixe many other edifices of the 
kind, howe-er, Salisbury has suffered et 
the hands of the restorer, most of the an- 
tique etained ylass, whose tints had been 
meliowed by centuries of light, being taken 
away.

e even the ill-judgment of the restorer has 


not been abie to overcome the majestic 
effect produced by the builders, so that, 
whether viewed from within or without, 
the cathedral of Salisbury is a masterpiece 
of the architect’s art. 

But the vicinity of Salisbury is as inter- 
esting ae either the town or the cathedral. 
| Insight of the cathedral rise the mounds 
of old Sarum, only a few miles, away. In 
the days of British rule, before even the 
Romans came to the island, old Sarum was 
a fortified city; then it became a Koman 
camp ; then a Saxon outpost against the 
Welsh ; ten a Norman for.reas against the 
Saxons. It must have been a considerable 
| city at the time of the Norman conquest, 
\ for William repaired its wallsand strength- 
{ ened its defenses, and made it a place of 
military importance. Now it is a heap of 
mounds, the keep of the castle rising above 
the rest and showing by ite solid tounda- 
tions Where the principal defeuse of the 
city onces tood. The spot is one of great in- 
terest to the antiquarians, for in the partial 
excavations that have been made there, 
coins and curios of every age have been 
found. The spot was abandoned by ite in- 
habitants in the twelfth century for the site 
of the present city, and with good reason. 
| The old city was at thesummit of a hill of 

considerable height; there wasno water 
there, and ali the family supplies had to be 
carried up. In umes of war, too, the city 
could be reduced by siege if the besiegers 
had only the patience to wait until the 


water supplies of the garrison gave out, 80} 


it was with general satisfaction that the 
change was made. Tradition tella that all 
the stones and materials of the old cathedral 
were carefully removed and utilized in the 
conatraction of the new, though how much 
truth there ie in thie part of the atory is 
now impossible to determine. 
A few miles from Salisbury there is

that rivala either the cathedral or the 
mounds of the old British city. Half a 
dozen volumes and scores of articles, trea- 
tises end monogfaphs have been written 
about Stonehenge, but after all the ex- 
pianations that have been made, after all 
the speculations that have been indulged 
in and the theories that have been advan- 
ced, Stonehenge remains just as much a 
mystery as ever. The giant stones still 
stending are arranged in concentric circles 
around a huge altar stone ; one antiquarian 
thinks he has discovered two circles within 
these, two ellipses, and without, traces of 
embankments and avenues, but others deny 
his conclusions, 4nd say they are largely 
due to his liveliobes of imaginatioa. The 
simple truth is, nobody knows avything 
about the plan or the structure, or the 
purpoee for which it was reared, or whence 
came the huge blocke, or by what means 
they were brought to the centre of @ great 
plain aud reared into their present position. 
if the spot wassacred to religious purposes, 
Stonehenge was one of the most hailowed, 
for the blocks of stone composing the 
circles are among the largeat known to be 
employed in such places, some of them 
being 19 feet high. It is quite probable 
that they were arranged as are Druidical 
circles elsewhere. These are very numer- 
ous in all parts of Great Britain, particu- 
larly in Wales, where almost every hiil-top 
is crowned with a stone circle, or as 
the people call it, ‘a round table.” In 
France these remains are far more numer- 
ous than in Britain, the ruins of Carnac 
alone extending for miles along the coast of 
Brittany. In England, however, Stone- 
henge is the greatest, and in the size of 
ite blocks rivals even the largest structures 
of the kind in France or eléewhere. _ 

The title borne by the present Premier 
of Great Britain is, therefore, one that 
carries the mind back to the most remote 
antiquity. It isa title that im one form or 
another has been borne by some man from 
before the coming of Caesar to the island. 
For at least 2000 years there has been a 
lord or Sarum, and although the present 
title is of comparatively recent origin, the 
present holder being the eighth Earl and 
the third Marquis of Saliebury, the fact 
that he is able te look back on a long line 
of predecessors who took their title form 
the city which gave its name to his no 
doubt hae something to do with his stub- 
born adherence to the traditional order of 
things in Great Britain, an order of which 
he, since the death of Lord Beaconsfield, is 
probably the most conspicuous representa.

MONICIPAL. 

For some time past a difference of 
ppinion has existed between members 
of the council in regard to the expen- 


diture of the money raised by deben-: 


tures for public improvements. When 
this scheme of improving on borrowed 
money was first advanced it was view- 
ed with favor by both the then Coun- 
cit and ratepayers, so much so that 
when the by-law was submitted it car- 
ried unanimously. The improvements 
outlined for which the money was re- 
quired were simply the ordinary ne- 
cessities of any modern town. We are 


ed together certain sanitary conditions 
qwust be observed to prevent disease. 
drainage is a necessity, sidewalks are 
perhaps not, yet tew will deny they 
are a great convenience and improve 
the appearance of any town. Capital- 
ists looking for investment will be 
captured much quicker by an improved 
and business like town than one that 
bears a resemblance to a hamlet in the 
back woods. 

' The town sites of the North-West 
occupy large tracts of land and those 
who bought in the outskirts and have 
contributed their share to the support 
of the town havea perfect right to 
share also in the improvements, To 
accomplish this with the least pnssible 
expense to the present residents and 
compel those who come later to 
pay their share, these debentuces were 


issued. The financial condition of the 


country was exceedingly bad at the 
time they were placed on the market 
and the result was a slow sale. Num- 
erous offers were refused not being 
satisfactory. Like all other stocks 
those who had cash were looking for 
Jarge margins. Through this delay it 


‘ was found necessary to procure ea short 


date loan to pay for some improve- 
ments that were made on the credit of 
the debentures. The debentures were 
finally floated, the smal! loan was paid 
off, and the expenditure of the balance 
pas created more or less discussion and 
culminated in the resignation of Coun- 
cillor Campbell. 

‘ Councillor Hannah takes the ground 
that the money must all be spent for 
the purpose it was voted. This ground 
is certainly tinable, but under present 
circumstances a compromise between 
the existing factions might result — in 
the improvements that are absolutely 
necessary this year and a completion 
of the same next year. 

' Mayor Bogue is working very 
cautiously, perheps nore sothap would 
he considered necessary in a progres 
sive Mayor. He has felt it necessary 
to use his prerogstive twice where he 
considered public expenditure detnand- 
ed it. And it cannot be said to be a 
personal matter with hie as he refused 
the sanction of an expenditere in front 
of his own door. 

" The money belongs to the people, 
was given by their votes, and as 
custodians of that money tho Council 
should spend it as directed by the by- 


' faw. Councillor Hannah is therefore 


right, yet, as mentioned above, owing 
to the changed financial condition of 
the country a compromise might effect 
a solution that wenld be satisfactory 
all round.

The 
streets of the modern city is the 
horrible Moloch to whom the children 
ara sacrificed. If the state cannot 
enforce the actual discharge of paternal 
duty, if it cannot make fathers and 
mothers to perform the obligations 
which they bave taken on themeelves, 
let it at least forbid them te leave 
their children to the education of the 
throughfare where profanity and un- 
cleanness and all kinds of vice jostle 
each other amidst the evening shadows.

Consolidation of businesa is rapidly 
approaching that period when the 
people will begin to realize their 
position of servitude and slavery. We 
are only on the borderland of that 
wonderful power which is destined to 
change the whole aspect of the com- 
mercie| world; and itis now when 
consolidation of business interests is in 
its first stages that the people should 
decide whether they, as @ body, shall 
enter the competition and assume con- 
tro! of the production, manufacture and 
distribution of the material necessities 
of life, or will allow the coveolidation 
of interests to continue to drift in the 
hands of a few individuals. 

The control of the people means 
freedom and happiness to every man, 
woman and child, and the banishment 
of poverty and misery and every in- 
centive for crime. The control by the 
individual means the gradual tighten- 
ing of the chains of slavery, under 


avenue and production, and own you 
hody and soul ; and the only escape 
will be through riots, strikes and civil 
war. 

What slavery could he worse than 
this constant slavery of the mind to a 
constant struggle for existence, which 
finds rest only in the grave ? The slaves 
in the south were in paradise compared 
with the position of those who will) be 
dependent on the masters of the future. 
Every slave in the South had a value 
to hig master, and was consequently 
cared for, but the slaves of the future 
will exceed the demand, and many will 
be compelled to live in poverty and 
want. Which is to be preferred, to be 
a slave and be fed, clothed and housed, 
or be a slave and depend on the neces. 
saries of life? I know what the 
anewer to this will be from a majority 

_of the people. In the latter case they 
will aay that man has the opportunity 
to rise, and get above a position of 
dependence and slavery. This is true 

, but it does not get around the fact 
that there is an ever-constant ‘number 
who arein this position of slavery, 
and this number is bound to increase 
as consolidation in the hands of 1n- 
dividuals proceeds. 

He who has a grain of sense must 
see that at the present rate of con- 
solidation and improvenent in labor- 
saving machinery, euch a thing as good 
times to the lower and middle classes 
can never come again under our present 
system. Wetry to give the reason 
for this continued depression. At one 
time it 18 said to be political agitation;

mand, etc. But the real reason is 
that our whole system of production 
and distribution is radical!y wrong and 
heyond comprehension as to its ex- 
travagance and waste, on top of which 
come, consolidation of business 
and improvewent in  labor-saving 
machinery, which continually increases 
the number of unemployed. This 
reason, the only reaeon, is hardly ever 
touched upon. We accept our system 
as the only one possible, boast of our 
progress and freedoin, and thia while 
we are living in the most abject state 
of slavery. Can you show me one 
who is not a slave.to this competitive 
syatem between individuale? We are 
all, like hyenas in a cage, watching an 
opportunity to fly at each other's 
throats.

In 1735 the bank got ite twenty-shilling 
bank-notes made at Collingtoun Miln (Cole 
inton Mill), and there is an ‘‘accompt for 
drink money” iu connection with it. A 
barber came twice from Edinburgh to shave 
the officials, ard received three shillirgs 
‘for his professional attendance. Green tea 


At this Colinton Mill the bank appears to 
have kept all the employes in food duriug 
the time the paper was being manufactured. 
A man was engaged twelve days at the 
paper mill in dressing meat, and he cut up 
in chat time 200 pounde of it. Meat and 
mutton cost only 24d. per pound in 
these good old days. A hen is charged at 
8d., ; a duck at 9d., 1 ““gollan goose,” le. 
8d,, ; a dozen of eggs, 3d. ;.6 chickens, only 
le. 4d., anda wild fowl 10d. ; cheese cost 
4d. per pound and bacon 8d, per pound. 
In 1769 the bank’s note paper was made at 
Redhaugh Miln (Redhali Mall).

The secret of making rolls as light and 
tender as a puff ball lies mainly in long 
slow rising the last time; if they eet all 
sayin acold pantry in the winter, they 
will be much nicer than if baked within 
an hour after moulding up. No eoda need 
be used about them, as if made of milk 
that has been thoroughly scalded and 
compressed yeast, there is no danger of 
souring unless kept in a very warm piace. 
Bake in a hot oven, watching carefully to 
prevent their burning or getting too bard 
a crust. 

Many people censure the use of warm 
bread, some even refusing to cut it the day 
it ig haked ; but these same people perhaps 
use|doughouts for breakfast nearly every 
motning, unhealthy preparations of eugar, 
butter and spice in the form of puddings 
and cakes for dinner andeupper and think 
there is no harm in them ; while nice bread 
—even though it is warm—eaten with 
butter, berries, or atewed fruit immoderate- 
ly sweetened is much less hurtful, and 
makes a dessert good enough for anyone. 

If bread is risen over night and ready 
for baking early iv the day, the rolisshould 
be baked at dinner time taking the place 
of pudding or pie as a dessert,

5. Be as sparing as ible of taking 
fluids during a long ride. Rinsing the 
mouth thoroughly, as well as gargling with 
cold water, will quench the thirst as well 
as, if not better than, taking fluide into 
the stumach in large quantities. 

6. Except the wind, road, etc., be favor- 
able, never ride more than ten milea ap 
hour, except for very short distances. 

7. Never smoke while riding.

possess, Of the most daring and amazing 
'murder thie century has produced, They 
are a letter and a post card written to 
the police by “Jack the Ripper,” announc- 
ing the dates of two crimes, butcheries 
which he had in mind. 3oth are written 
in red, and the stains on the post card in- 
dicate that when he wrote it his hand was 
‘ still wet with the blood of one of bis mis- 
erable sacrifices, The stains are not red ink 
/ epilled—they are blood. Many claim that 
ithe staine were deliberately smeared into 
{the card by the sender for sensational 
! purposes. These are amoog the folk who 
believe the letter and card to have been 
written by a newspaper man for the sake 
of making talk. But this idea is rendered 
rather forceless by the facts that both 
crimes predicted by these extraordinary 
communications were committed promp:ly 
as was prymised—sharp on schedule time, 
so to speak—and, that aman who could 
exhibit Jack the Ripper’s iniuman coolness 
and bravado in takiug human life would be 
unlikely to hesitate in case the fancy seized 
him to write a pos? card to the police while 
yet his hands were wet with blood, or, for 
that matter, in the very presence of a new 

killed victim. 


A ROW OF DEATH HEADS, 


Ae one turns from the contemplation of 
this strange leaf out of the history of crime, 
he is confronted by a sheli which changes 
the current of his thought ; ‘which quite 
reverses its direction. There, against a 
side wall, is a row of plaster heads— 
ghastly counterfeit preeentments of crimin- 
als who have not escaped, but who, having 
wickedly done murder, were,in turn,them- 
seives justly done to death. That row of 
heads is not a pretty sight. Spotlessly 
white is the plaster from which each was 
cast, but all are horribly fit subjects for 
exhibition in the Black Museum. 

Seven death aoeads there are in the grisly 
guerden of this pine shelf—seven death 
heads, each tipped elightly to the right, 
if they had been listening intently to the 
striking of some clock when pertitied—an 
attitude in reality attributed to Jack 
Ketch’s fashion of knotting his neckties 
under the left @ara of the gentlemen to 
whom he acta ae valet on one cocasion only. 
A closer glance reveals on each cast a little 
dent just where that fatal knot preesed 
into the necktie wearer’s flesh,and, running 
from this indentation around the neck, a 
horrible little furrow, well ridged above, 
shows how tightly the necktie noose was 
drawn when ite wearer went dancing in ite 
loop into the gates of eternity. 

One of these casts is that of the head of 
@womar, She does not appear so utterly 
horrible in plaster, but tnat ehe may have 
been quite beautiful in life. Large allow- 
ance must be made for these plaster por- 
traits. They never flatter. Oo the contrary, 
they quite abuee. A Iady who has very 
recently died hard of strangulation can 
scarcely be expected to wear « pleasant 
emile or be prepared to have a pretty like- 
jnesa made, She is certain to be in most 
ishocking form, in fact. Her eyes will 
surely bulge, anid her cheeks puff up. Her 
| lips are likely to pout, not charmingly. So,

is the familiar designation by which he has 
been for years known to the cricket world,

The scoring of a hundred centuries, ie., 
making of a score of one hundred or more 
runs no less than one hundred times, is ® 
record whose marvels only a uation of 
cricketers can fairly appreciate and admire. 
Nobody else bas approached it in the his- 
tory of the game. Jt has required twenty 
years of undiminished skill and activity vo 
accomplish it. It has required an inherit- 
ed predisposition also, and it has produced 
a man who at forty-seven is still an almost 
ideal athiete and one who is still supreme 
in the cricket field above all the crack 
players whoee rise and tall he has watched 
in the Jast quarter century. 

Dr. Grace, the son of a Bristol surgeon, 
is of a family of cricgeters. His father was 
the founder of the Mangotefield Club, a 
locally famous organization,and himeelf an 
enthusiastic devotee of the game. ‘* W.

*“*My brothera and I were coaciied, from 
tre time of my earliest recoliections, by my 
uncle, Mr. Alfred Pocock. He was a great 


believer in a correct atyle, and taught us 
accordingly. We all profited. by nis in- 
atructions,since,in addition to my brothers, 
E, M. and G. F., whose names are known 
to cricket enthusiaste all the world over, 
my eldest and seconé brothere, Henry and 
Alfred, were in their days goud ail-round 
performers. When six years old I saw an 
All-England eleven play at Bristol against 
twenty-two of \Vest t:loucestershire,- of 
which clubmy father was President, and 
I have a faint recollection that some of the 
preformere wore tail hats, My first match 
occurred when I was nine years old, and i 
scored three not out. I played three other 
innings that year and registered. one more 
run. Nor were my records for the next 
two yeare precisely sensational. Here are 
the figures: 13558, six innings 4 rune; 
145%, nine innings 12 runs; i860, four 
innings for 82; !S61, ten innings for 46; 
1862, five innings for 53. Im the following 
year I Teft school, after a severe illness, 
and went toatntor’s, My cricket record 
for that season was oineteen innings for 
350 rune, six times not out, giving an 
average of 26. By this time] had become 
pretty well known as a cricketer in the 
beighborhood of Bristol and had appeared 
for Gentiemen of Gloucester vs. Gentiemen 
of Devon,in which match I scored 18 and 1.
